LETTER FROM GEN, FREMONT. 


Nn Yous, Monday, Feb. 9, 1863, 

Major Gen, Pope's report, of January 27th, con- 
tains the following paragraphs 

‘Fremont’ corps, cleven thovannd five hundred 
strong ; Banks! corpa, reported st fourteen thousand 
and five hundred, but in reality only.about eight 
thousand; MoWoWwcll’s corps, elghteen, thouanil 
four hundred—making a total of thirty-eight thou- 
‘sand men, 

“The cavalry numbered about Ave thouannd, but 
most of it was badly mounted and armed, anid x poor 
condition for service, These forces wete scattered 
over a wide district of country, not within msi 


Ing distance of each other, and many of the brigades 
and divislons were badly ‘organized and ina demo- 
alized condition, This was particularly the case 
with the army comps of Maj. Gen, Fremont, a end re- 
port of which was made to me by Gen. Sigel, when 
¢ relieved General Fremont in command of the 


corps.” 

‘Slirpriged by n etntomont so entirely at variance 
with iy own knowledge and iinpressiona, 1 went, 
Uipon the day when I read it, an oillcer to General 
Sigol's hendquarters nt Stafford Court House, to 
Ask for § copy of the report upon which General 
Pope's statement wae based. General Sigel had 
of! with him hie ollal pavers but gave to the 
oiileer L_had gent authority to examine thom at 
Washington. No such report waa found among 
them, and T have been able to obtain nothing be- 
yond the extract published by General Pope, and 
Which is ng follows :

Thai been for less than two months in personal 
command of the corpa which General Pope cha- 
Tacterlzeo as demoralized. It was composed of 
troops in part originally under the command of 
Genbral “Koseerans, and in part of the. Denker 
division, which wns Drought to me from the Poto- 
mac army in charge of General Roaccraos. On 
thelr march nto my department thal ollicer tele- 
wraphed to rae as follows : 

THES Ferry, Aprl 19, 1802 

OM Aor Guxztar Prevosn: We are bh a 
five mlica out of Winchester, after thirty-elght days 
Without tents or shelter. ‘Troops wanting ahoca too 
badly to move, but ful of energy, with’ few sick. 
Walting for shoes, provisions, aud’ forage. Horses 
mich jaded and neatly starved. 

SW. S, ROSEORANS, 
Brgndior General Us S.A.” 

To realize how severe this exposure was, it is well 
to recall the fact that this winter and spring were 
marked ag a memorable season of extraordinary 
Filna. rhe interval between tha time and tho 6th 
Of May, when they entered my departinent at Rom- 
hey, was oecupled by Gon. Rosecrans in endeayor- 
Ing to get just euch supplies ay would At them for 
the field, Notwithetsnding his exertions they were 
stil, in many reapects, ill-supplicd and untt for 
eervice, It Was noceseary to provide shoes for seve~ 
ral thousand while they were being pressed forward 
from Romney to. Petersburg, and fully onehalf 
arrived without blanketa or’ overcoats, I was 
At this place with about one thousand three hun- 
dred’ men, on. the Yay to. execute «proposed 
campaign In Southorn Virginia, when this corps 
finally joined me on the afternoon of May 1, 
certainly, Ina wretched condition, a8 regarded 
health, and comfort, but aa General Rosecrans de~ 
scribed them, “full of energy” —s fine, soldierly 
corpe—in my judgment, at least equal in tactical 
condition to any Volunteer corps in-the service. On 
the morning after it joined ine T moved with this 
corps upon Erauldla, to the relief of Generals 
Schenck and Milroy, who had been pressed back, 
upon this place by «Superior force, under snckaon. 
‘Tho commands of Genoral Schenck. and Milroy 
wwere-composed of Ohlo and Virgin

Debaved with a atoadincss and gallantry that re- 
flested the highest honor on thelr ollicers pod ther 
selves, Tho entice force assemble at this place, 
therefore, consisted: of the Blenker divieton, the 
brigades of Generals Schenck and dlilroy, and a 
Hehe brigade of Ohio and Vinginin troops’ under 
Colonel—now Brigadier General—Cluseret. 

‘The tropa: had lately been under forced marches, 
living upon incomplete and scanty rations, belng fo 
days together enntily cupplied with beef only. 
‘Their iusufticient dict had materially aflected thelr 
health, and the medical director reported the entire 
command “in a condition of starvation and inel- 
plent scurvy." 

Tn thie condition I received ordera from the Preal- 
dent directing mo to march to the relief of General 
Banke, Atdaylight tho next morning the troops 
were on the march, taking the road te Petersburg, 
at which place were loft the tents aud koapsacks, 
with the baggage snd provision trains of my com: 
mand, reserving for absolute necessitic but four 
Wazona to each regiment. Ammunition and rations 
Tor tree days made the basis for transportation al- 
lowed. 

The alaority and good ferling with which this o~ 
dor was executed, and the cheerful manner in whieh 
the men undertook tho march, were good evidence 
of thelr high maoral condition, and shows. that they 
were in sold discipline and Tully under the control 
of thelr officers, Making but one day's halt, and 
this at tho inataace of the medical director, and 
crossing ‘the Shenandoah mountaing by a) Alght 
march in a storm of cold rain, my corps attacked 
Jnckeonla coltimn at Strasburg, acknowledged to bo 
jn greatly superior force, and drove him iu disorder’ 
during the noxt clght days to Port Republic, 

The rond was strewn with arms, blankets, nod 
clothing, thrown away in thelr hnate, or abandoned 
by thelr pickets where they had been surprised, and 
the woods nad roads lined by.thelr stragglers, unable 
to keep up with the rapid retreat, For nine day 
we kept in sight of the enemy—the pursuit inter- 
rupted only by the streams where the enemy auc 
ceciled in destroying the bridgea, for which our ad- 
yance was in continual contest With bis rear, 

Tbelleve that no olllcer in thocommoand, with any 
experience of troops, will hesitate to say that no 
infantry, in thelr condition, could have marebed 
longer, or displayed more ardor and willing endu- 
rance, ‘than did obra 

‘At 8 council of genoral ofllcers, held the day be- 
foro the battle of Cross. Keys, tt’ was the alinost 
\naniinaus opinion that the trocps could not be 
carriod further. ‘The question before the councll 
Uistinotly wag, whether or not, in their exhausted 
condition, and the absolute want of provistons, they 
could bo eafely moved forwant another march, upon 
the certsinty that if we were able to do so the 
enemy Would be reached within that distance and a 
battle fought. Except upon the certainty of a battle, 
their condition would not have justified an advance; 
but, upon this Incentive, the troops were ordered 
forward the noxt day into n couatry where every 
advantage waa with the enemy ; and nt Cross Koyn 
Attacked him on sight and in contessedly twice thelr 
number, ‘They fought thig battle gallandy, and 
Upon their Inst ration Jay down upon the 'Hard- 
Jought tleld tired and hungry, and at daylight the 
next morning were again in) pursuit of Jackson, 
who eecaped only by means of the bridge which in- 
fervened between bim and: destruction, Further 

nursuit with this fatigued: and Ssotated forcowaa 

mpossible, and, indeed, wan forbidden by the Presk 
dent, who hleo telegraphed : 

“aLany thanks to yourgolf, officers, mud men, for 
the gallant battio of Inst Sunday 3?” 

—and who also did us the honor tosay further, in 
tolegram explaining why additions could not be made 
to our corps: 

“You fought Jackson atone, nod worsted him. 

Withdrawing now with the troops to Middletown, 
nnd belong no longer in expectation of Immediate 
conitiots with the enemy, I addreszed myself to what 
aras neccesary for the stricter discipline, as well aa 
Jor the comfort of the corps. ‘This work was in pro~ 
reas when, ob the 2h of June, Iwas relieved of 
fhecommand, That 1 did not myselt consider the 
troopa Ina demoralized” condition is evidenced 
by the fact that, in reply toa telegram of the 26th, 

ry of war, desiring to know how 
goon I could be ready to march gith thom—my im- 
presnion being that the movement was to be upon 
Richmond—Igave «tio daya” na the time for ne- 
cogaary preparations. 

Daring thelr recent marches, T bad enforced ust 
that degree of discipline which I juiced it prudent 
to require under their clreumstances of extraordina- 
sp privatlone, preferniag that the rebala should feat 
the penalty of war, rather than glve, by ill-timed 80- 
Vorlty, a check to the ardor of volunteer troops nt 
ready making #0 many sacrifices for loyalty, And 2 
found my judgment fully justified by thelr conduct. 
They were always prompt in, obedience, patient i 
suffering, brayo and eficlent tn notion. That they 
Were inn'bad condition, und greatly needed reat sod 
supplies, 1s undoubtedly true; but their conduct,

In Hamburg ia a 
Grand Lodge with.26 dependencies, Bavaria haa 
one Grand Lodge at Bayreuth, (the prinolpal Pro- 
teatant city In the kingdom), with 10 dependencles, 
Frankfort on the Main one Grand Lodge of eclectic 
Magons, with 10 dependencies, In addition, there 
fa the Grand Lodge of Concord, (Eintracht), at 
Darmstadt, directing 10 lodges in tho Duchy of Hesse, 
In Switzerland is the Grand Lodge Alpine at Laus 
eanne. England has three Grand Lodges, of vhich 
that of London has 1022 dependencies ; that of Edin- 
burgh £92; of Ireland, at Dublin, 307, In Holland la 
the Grand Lodge, Great Osten, at the Hague, with 
68 lodges. The following countries have each one 
Grand Lodge ani three dependencies ; Grand Duchy 
of Luxemburg, 2; Sweden, 21; Denmark, 7; and 
Belgium, 60.

On the ot of January the American minister af Co- 
penhagen, Mz. Wood, presented to the King of Den- 
tinrk ‘pair of Colt’s revolvers, the glit of the 
President of the United States to hia Majesty. On 
delivering the same, after the usual felicitations, 
Mr. Wood is reported to have said thatthe rovolvers 
wero an American invention, of American ma- 
torial and manufacture, nnd that if hla Majesty 
should evor have occatlon to use them in defence of 
his Kingdom and the righty and privileges of hia 
people (now ainong the freeat in Europe), he would 
ind them ns true as the material of which they were 
made, nnd na unerring as justice and right. 

Ho further sald that, though they Were now en- 
gaged in a war to resist an unprovoked rebellion 
And to defend the Constitution, the mluslon of the 
United States was peace with all the world; that 
whatever might be the wiabea of her people for the 
Hberty and happiness of other peoples and nations, 
the polley of the Government was never to be ea: 
gaged in any but a defensive war; never to Interfere 
falc thin war wns cue, Paroje would weg 
and when this war was ended, Europe would eee 
thelr solutera quictly disbanding nd resuming thelr 
former peacefl puraaltas that the precent war saa 
an attempt on the part of the Confeterates to estas 
bilsh a slave-oligarchy, and to perpetunte au lasti« 
tution to which all clvilization and nll Ohristianity: 
wera opponedy ‘und Its instigators had not “onl 
desolated theit own homes and plunged the whole 
country in mourning, but they were starving 
thousands of operatives on this wide of the At 
Inntie; apd yet, notwithstanding this, by the 
false representitions of thelr enilsdarios th Europe, 
allof whom had oase sworn to support the Constitur 
tion, and not a. few of whom brit held oilice under 
tho Government, while Inboring to destroy It, thoy 
wero trying to embroil some of the Buropean Go- 
Yeraments, by Inducing, them (¢ they could) to in.

His Majesty, fo reply, after requesting Mr. Wood 
to convey bis salutatious and hia thanks tothe Preal- 
dent for bin benutiful present, and alter complinent- 
So tho American people upon those qualities which 
had placed them so high, allke in the industries of 
peace nnd in war, expressed hia sorrow that thelr 
development and prosperity, should be arrested by 8 
civil war—that he hud followed the eveats of this 
great struggle with a sad interest, while continually 
nourishing the Hrm hope that the wledom of the 
United Stites Government would xuccced {n putting 
an ond to this deplorable rupture fit manner eatie 
factory to the wshote world.

1 discovered immediately on starting that the 
change of the wheel from its former position to the 
narrow space behind the Queen's bulwarke did not 
permit the boat to be handled with accuracy. 

An hour or more was spent in rearranging the 
apparatus, and when we finally rounded-the point 
the aun hid risen, and any advantage which would 
haye resulted from the darkness was lost to us. 
Phe rebels opened n heavy fire upon us as we 
noared the elty, but avo were only struck three thnen 
bofore renching the steamer. She wae lying in 
nearly the sine position which the Arkansas occur 
pied when General Ellet ran the Queen into her on 
‘a former ofcasion, The samg causes which pre- 
vented the destruction of the Arkanaas then saved 
the City of Vicksburg this morning. Her position 
waa suoh that if we ha run obliquely into her aa 
we camo down the bow of the Queen would in- 
evitably have glanced. We were compelled to par 
Maly round in order to strike, ‘Tho consequence 
waa that at the very moment of collisfon, the cure

ingntum was lost, 

Thad anticipated this result, and therefore caused 
tho starboard bow gun to be shotted with treo of 
the {ncendinry projectilea recommended In your 
orders. As We swung round, Sergeant J. H. Camp- 
bell, detailed for thia purpose, fired thia gun. A six- 
ty-four pound shell crushed through the barrieade just 
before he reached the spot, but he did not hesitate. 
‘The discharge took place st exnetly the right mo 
iment and ect the rebel steanier in flames, which they 
subsequently succeeded in oxtingufshing. 

At this moment one of the enemy's shell set the 
cotton near the atarboard wheel on fire, while\the 
dfxcharge of our own gun ignited that portion which 
yas on the bow. ‘The faniee apread rapidly, and the 
dense smoke rolling into the engine room sulfocated 
the ongincer.

LETTERS OF “ OCCASIONAL.” 


Wastineron, Feb. 10, 1863. 
The visitors to the army of the Potomac 
include numbers who desire to add to the 
comfort of their relatives and friends in the 
service of the country. Among the latter 
aro citizens of intelligence and position. I 
um «hyays interested by the reports they 
bring from their sons, and brothers, and 
friends in the field, and glad to hear their 
own expressions of opinion. And I am 
gratified {o add that I have yet to hear one 
word that savored either of doubt as to the 
issue, or of hope that a discreditable peace 
might be consummated. The indignation 
of these good citizens and loyal men is ever 
manifested against the politicians who re- 
ward the calor hat protects them in their safe 
und lucurious homes by Urowing every ob- 
stuclo in the way of the Government, and 
hence of the army itself. On Monday even- 
ing I meta gentleman who hud left bis re 
dence in one of the large towns of inte- 
rior New York, to return from Washington 
with the corpse of his gifled and handsome 
young brother, who died of wounds received 
in the battle of Fredericksburg. It was 0 
grievous loss, nd grievously yas it remem- 
ered. But in the sorrow of the surviving 
brother there was no thought thut reflected 
upon the eause that had been served at so 
greata price, The sacrifice, while it made 
the soldier a sacred recollection, brought 
the nation still closer to the heart of the civi- 
Tian. “Yes,” he said to me, ‘poor Charley 
is gone, but he died asa brave man should 
desire to die—for the best Govermnent and 
the best cause in the world. T will go home 
to a stricken fireside, but there will 
be none to regret the manner of his 
death, and no one to pray for an ignominious 
peuce in consequence of it.” He then told 
of an aged father at home, of his inte 
devotion to the flag, and of his love for the 
young felloy who was then stretched in 
hiscoftin. ‘His death will bea terrible blow 
to my father, but it will not quench his spirit 
or his patriotism.’ Yesterday T met two 
Philadelphians—merchants of great promi- 
nence—the one who came to his son 
in the Independent Battery, now serving 
miles wway, the other to visit bis in- 
yulid brother, They had just got an 
from the lin They found the amy 
full of hope and high spirits. They saw 
none of the ‘demoralization’’ so much 
talked about. Delicate young men, who 
had left luxurious homes, had grown hardy 
and athletic, und had not only become 
accustomed to the privations of the camp, 
the field, and the mareb, but were delighted 
with the excitement and perils of their 
situation. ‘TI found my son,” said one of 
my merchant friends, “happy is his rough 
and mgged life, proud of his humble rank 
in the troop, and still prouder that he is 
among those who are defending the flag of 
the Union. I would not,’ added the father 
of this gallant son, “have missed this op- 
portunity to see what 1 have seen, for five 
hundred dollars.” Such experiences as 
these are worth 4 thousand times more than 
the safu and yet dangerous utterances of par- 
tisens, who have no heart in the struggle 
for human freedom, arid only hope to see 
the Republic destroyed, O¢castonar. 
= 
Wasiineros, February 11, 1863, 
‘Phe opposition to the war never propose 
a remedy for the national afflictions. They 
content themselves with the work of reso- 
lute and unceasing antagonism. Some- 
times, indeed, they venture to hint at a way 
to arrest the war, but at no time is this 
suggestion prompted by a devotion to the 
Union. Their present plan is to reconstruct 
the Republic with New England left out. 
But if they have no remedy for the public 
troubles, they have nevertheless a purpose 
in view. Their intrigues and clamoring, 
their riots and revolutions, are pervaded by 
the idea that the more they confuse the 
public councils and mislead the people, the 
more surely will they create and intensify 
a wide-spread hatred and distrust of free in- 
stitutions. There has been such x religious 
idolatry of the Union among the American 
masees, that nothing could heretofore weaken. 
it. The aristocrats and slavedrivers long 
ago ceased to look upon it in any other 
Jight than as an object to be hated and 
feared. If now they can succeed in substitu- 
ting love of country among our countrymen 
for disgust and distrust of the whole idea 
of capacity of man for self-government, the 
work is done. The people niuist be made 
sick of the boasted cry of equality and free- 
dom. They must be led to believe that this 
war was begun by the North, and not by 
the South—that it is waged for unholy ob- 
jects—that the armed traitors are innocent 
and unoffending Christians—that the South 
can never be subjugated, and that the free 
States should make peace at any cost. 
Ably, industriously, incessantly is the work 
of spreading these poisons abrond carried 
on, Already some of the fruits of the 
scheme have appeared—in popular tumults, 
in defiance of Federal wuthority, and in the 
renewed insolence of rebel sympathizers. It 
is only necessary now that these evil exam- 
ples should be made more and more fumihar, 
till at last the epidemic seizes upon the mul- 
titude, and our countrymen blindly and 
willingly become the instruments of their 
ownruin, and fall unresisting victims into 
the arms of those who have labored to betray 
them.

‘The two great financial measures, the loan 
Dill and the free banking scheme, so essen- 
tial to the Government and the people, will, 
in amy opinion, be specdily enacted into 
laws, and in such 2 shape as will make 
them cffective for producing the best 
results. The loan Dill, although it passed 
the House without a division, had some 
features that excited opposition in the most 
responsible quarters. ‘These hnye been’con. 
siderably modified in the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate ; and I think the bill, when 
fairly before the Senate itself, will be 
speedily passed. The banking project is 
expected to go through the, Senste this 
afternoon. It is gratifying to sce how 
powerfully the reasons in favor of this 
great measure haye acted upon the minds of 
statesmenand of communities. Atfirstit was 
pronounced ascheme of Mr. Chase that would 
be ridiculed out of Congress, It was com- 
pared to the Utopian money plans of other 
days—stigmatised as worse than a national 
bank; as the precursor of wide-spread ex- 
pansions and consequent bankruptcy; as 
intended to destroy the State banks, &e. 


In & comparatively short space of time 
these objections haye been refuted to the 
satisfaction of a large majority of the peo 
ple, and many who were first and most 
carnest in resisting the, measure are now 
giving it their warm support. The plan of 
Mr. Chase will prove to be a remedy for the 
Worst evils of the present State banking sys- 
tem, and will greatly add to the benefits con- 
ferred by that system, The want of unifor- 
mity is the main and fatal error of the State 
banks; and how well managed, they 
could not but grow worse in the course of 
time, Ttis not in the theory of Mr. Chase 
to force his programme upon these institu- 
tions. They are left free to accept the pro- 
visions of the bill soon to become a law, or 
to go on competing with it—a huzard whieb, 
in my opinion, they will neyer run, 
when they realize how much better it 
is than their own. Now is the time 
to adopt nu banking system that will 
give us a uniform, and convertible cur 
yency—a currency, to use Senator's Doo- 
little’s language yesterday, the “ responsi- 
bility and redemption of which will be se 
cured by all our national resources, by our 
national stocks, our national revenues, the 
precious metals in our mountains, the public 
property of every kind, the confidence of 
the people who take it, and invest their 
means jn United States securities; the 
liability to a certain extent of the 
stockholders of the banks, accepting the 
guarantees and advantages of the Jaws” 
‘The system, in Mr. Sherman's words, ‘will 
furnish a convenient mode for the collection 
of taxes all over the country, the notes be- 
ing receivable for taxeseverywhere. Ttwill 
tond greatly to prevent counterfeiting. The 
notes of over twenty-two bundred banks 
have been counterfeited or altered. There 
are three thonsand altered notes, seventeen 
hundred spurious notes, and four hundred 
varieties. Of the fifteen hundyed banks in 
1862, the notes of all were counterfeited ex- 
cept two hundred and fifty-three.” The 
system of Mr, Chase will cure this chief 
and wide-spread evil. Aunotherextriet from 
Senator Sherman may be profitably quoted 
in this connection : 2 

“He did not take so gloomy a view of our financial 
affairs as many did. Indeed, a3 compared with other 
modern nations carrying on large wars, our finanelal 
condition was wonderfully good, Even at the very 
commencement of the war between England and 
France, English three per cents fell to 61, and thea 
to 45, and ruin acemed to be staring every one in the 
face—a state of things far worse than we have ecen 
But the people did not stop, but persevered to the 
end, And French securities at one tme were actu- 
ally worth nothing. Yet that great people went on 
tll the genius of Napoleon and the eun of Aueterlite 
restored the finances of the Govercment.” 

‘Two or three complete and unquestiona- 
ble yietories, by land and sea, are only 
wanting to give vitality to the enthusiasm of 
the people, and confidence and success to 
the policy of the General Administration.

As the Thirty-seventh Congress of the 
United States draws to its close, I perceive, 
through all the confusion and haste of the 
passing hours, a better spirit, and a more 
hopeful feeling among our common friends. 
‘The solid front of the majority in both 
Houses, moving steadily to the support of 
the great measures demanded hy the Go- 
vernmest, has at last conyinced |the 
Oppositfon that the work of  crusliing 
out the rebellion cannot be stopped. 
Should this disciplined determination 
be maintained, every important or es 
sential nct of legislation will be passed 
before the 4th of March, and the necessity 
for a called session obyiuted. The Adini- 
nistration will thus be urroed forthe high 
ditty before it in the rece: ‘That the mea- 
sures adopted by Co! and sanctioned 
by the President will be subjected to severe 
and searching and unjust criticism, must be 
expected. If these measures succeed, the 
day of unjust antagonism to the Administra 
tion will pass away forever. It is not, in- 
deed, to be expected that every hope of the 
friends of the policy of the constituted au- 
thorities will be realized. In this stupen- 
dous struggle, and in the midst of so many 
novel complications, it would be surprising 
if mistakes and accidents did not occur. 
But I have an abiding faith that the theory 
upon which the war is conducted will gene- 
rally be vindicated in the near future. T he- 
lieve that the eniancipation idea will so far 
triumph as to convince the rebel slayehold- 
ers of their fatal blunder in refusing to ac- 
cept the generous offer of the Government, 
In this connection, have you observed the 
singular speech of John Van Buren, last 
Tuesday evening, in the city of New York, 
in which, forgetting the bitter denunciations 
of himself and his confederates of the pro- 
clamation, he speaks of that measure as fol- 
low 


“Now, this proclamation, therefore, in my judg- 
ment, doce nothing exeepl what any general command 
the army might da. That fa to say, as our armies ade 
wince slaves are set free. There 15 no ctcape from that 
conclusion, Slavery exiata to some extent by sue 
perlor force, and when our armles advance against 
Slavcholders In rebellion, unless they choose to take 
the oath and keep their slaves in bondage, they follow 
the fortunes of cll the rest of their property, and dre de 
strayed or set forever Sree." 


The confiscation act, purely a war mea- 
sure, and terminating with the war, where- 
ever executed, las proved to be most efti- 
cient in punishing treason, in proof of which 
I need only cite the experience of” Andrew 
Johnson in Tennessee, Benjamin F, Butler 
in New Orleans, and the commanding gene- 
ralsin the Department of Missouri.

Phat the general bank- 
ing law will triumph I have no more doubt 
than L have that the people have been plun- 
dered by the depreciated and too-often ¢oun- 
lerfeited issues of the State banks, There 
are many other subjects to which attention 
might be called, in regard to which we must 
await the slow and sure operation of time. 
Doubts wnd criticlsms are soon dissolved 
fore the magician’s success. Take, for in- 
stance, the problem of negro courage. Does 
it uot begin to look as if the colored man 
would fight? Every account we hear con- 
firms the prediction that the negroes are not 
only brave, but that they are not savage, and 
while imitating the valor of the whites, they 
equal them in humanity to the wounded and 
m respect for the dead. Even as. am indi- 
ting this letter I find, on opening a nevwspa- 
per called The Free South, published ag 
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Beaufort, South Carolina, by James ML 
Latta & Co., (a Pennsylyania name, ) of the 
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‘mh of February, the folowing additional 
evidence of the obstinate and self-suerificing 
bravery of tho negroes under the command 
of Colonel Higginson, of that department,

Eyen the New York Worid, not 
many days ago, threw an anchor to the 
ndward in objecting to the thoughtless 
animadversion on the use of colored men in 
the service, These tokens of the hour may 
be; and I think are, premonitory symptoms 
of a great revolution in the public mind in 
favor of the war policy of Mr. Lincoln's 
Administration.

press the rebellion, Were we to partion- 
larize the various cases, we might tind some 
that we did uot approve, It is possible that 
among those taken prisoners there may 
Inve been some who were not legally guilty; 
there may haye been others whose guilt was 
questionable, but who might have bevn al- 
lowed the benefit of the doubt, and_permit- 
ted to remain ut liberty. We do not like 
‘arbitrary arrests, but that docs not remove 
their necessity, Wedo not like war—the 
faking away of lile—the blockade, 
paper money, the yast debt’ that sur- 
‘rounds the Treasury Department, All these 
things are distnsteful to ua, and if our own 
will was absolute pence would reign forever, 
the country would haye abundance of gold, 
the land would flow with mill and honey. 
But Providence, who ordaing all things 
well, and whose wisdom is infinite, has seen 
fit to visit us with affliction. Tt came in the 
shape of a rebellious war; its motive trea- 
son; its ipapiration slavery, Tt came like a 
thief in the night; like un insidious, wicked, 
uuscen monster, Whose presence we darkly 
felt, but whose powers and proportions we 
could not know.

If there is no Inw to 
punish men who habitually denounce the 
Government, and do it injury, and conspire 
against fts peace, let such laws be made. 
‘This is the position of Governor Cunt, 
as we understand it, and as he desires his 
friends to understand him, In addition to 
his high, patriotic character, the fact that it 
bears the endorsement of such n man as his 
distinguished Attorney General, Mr. Mpne- 
piTn, will go far to commend it to general 
favor. We believe that, if adopted by the 
Legislature, it will do good. Let us do le- 
gally everything that can be done. Let us 
make laws that will coyer all manner of 
disloyalty nnd treason; for now that the 
law is strong cnough to command obedience 
and respect, let it be stringent, comprehen- 
sive, and effectiy 


FOREIGN SUMMARY, 

‘The latest news from Burope is more in- 
teresting than it has been for some time. 
The most important intelligence is, that bn’ 
insurrection had broken oub in Polaid—the 
immediate cause being the wholesale con- 
scription which had taken place at Warsaw, 
by order of the Russian Government. The 
populace srose in yarious places, near War- 
aw, and massacred the soldiers wher- 
ever they could find them, In Warsaw the 
conflict between the people and the troops 
had been long and destructive. Finally, 
the Inst reports say, the outbreak had been 
put down, but the whole kingdom of Poland 
had been declared ina state of siege, and 
the Grand Duke Constantine, Viceroy of 
Poland, had demanded a reinforcement of 
fifty thousand men. IL is equally unfortn- 
nto and remarkable that, with a kind heart 
and good intentions, the Czar has not. suc-; 
ceeded in concilisting Poland. There ie 
nothing for it, wo suspect, but to restore the 
independence of that dation, and to that-| 
Russiun ruler is not likely to give his volun- 
tary consent, There was n time, within 
living Memory, when the nationality af Po. 
Inna could readily have been restored. In 
1812, when Narovron entered upon bia 
campaign against Russis, bis proper policy, 
as he afterwards admitted at St, Helena, 
would haye been to declare the independence 
of Poland, when Prussin and Austria, as 
well ag Russia, must have restored the pro- 
yinees which they had robbed her of. Na- 
POLEON had auch in intention, bur deferred 
its execution. When bie reverses came he 
hnd cause to lsment the delay, 

The Emperor of Austria, a amiable man 
of moderate telent, has dropped 4 hint of a 
noble and politic purpose—that of coneili- 
ating the Hungarinns, by giving them. 9: 
liberal administration, full legislative repre- 
sentation, equal Juws, and a certain control 
over the proceeds of taxation. Let him do 
this and he will disarm revolution in Hun- 
gary. As for Venice, he can only give 6- 
tisfaction there by restoring ber to Iualy, 

The Pope is actually commencing ad- 
ministrative reform in what remains to him 
of the Eetates of the Church. Naro..con 
continues firm in supporting him in the oe- 
cupuncy of Rome, . 

Prussia is evidently on the sve of some 
| groat agitation, ond ic is more probable than 
over that her obstinate monarch will lose his 
crown, sooner or Jater—for, in the long run, 
in the contest between 4 tyranule ruler and

The Pacha of Egypt has died. — Ilis 
nephew, Who succeeds him, bas commenced 
Nis reign by assuring his subjects that he 
intends having a civil list, and keeping 
within i, and that he will promote internal 
improvements and extend education as far 
as his menns permit. In the Jate Pacha'’s 
time, he was considered the best farmer in 
Leypt, and bad distinguished himself by the 
prudent investment and expenditure of the

Navor.con has ordered 6,000 extra troops 
to reinforce General Forey in Mexico, He 
Will have to do more thin this if his desire 
is to conquer that country. Te is much 
blamed for having contracted with the (late)

THE DEATH OF MR. WAGER. 

Mr. Peter WAGER, one of the most noted 
then in the State, died at his residence, in 
Montgomery county, on the 11th inst,, in 
the Bist year of his age. Mr, Wacen was 
‘fn Rotor in the generation that has passed, 
and a spectator in the generation that is 
passing. Under the Administration of 
President Jackson he took an active part, 
and was one of that soldier's most true and 
trusted friends. This friendship he ex-

The President's message, with accompanying 
statements of the officers of the Interior Depart:

ber Inst, Inquiring into the causes of the outbreak of 
the Indian tribes of the Northwest, gives no ade 
quate cause for the mlachlef and outrages of such 
mngnltude. The evidence of » premeditated design 
In thelr attnek is not entisfnctory: It acoma there 
Lind been dirratisfaction among the Sloux ; that 
they had brooded over ft, and complained repeated 
Jy of misunderstandings of the treaty stiptlations ; 
but thelr agent, Mr. Galbraith, had apprehended no 
Unusual diftculty up to the time of the outbreak. 
‘They appeared to co-operate cordially {n prepara- 
tons made for their orvilization ond material ad- 
Vancement, Messengera had been sent to other 
tribes, even to the Selkirk settlement, to announce 
their decinration of war, nnda demand of assistance 
on it, but there Js no evidence of reasonable ground 
for such expectations, 

The Secretary of the Interior thinks the chiof or 
Immediate cause was the unfortunate altiir in which 
4 few reckless young Indians beoame fnyolved, 
through the use ofspirituous Nquore, nt Acton, This 
occurred nt a time when thelr minds wore Influenced 
by accounts given by reckiess or malicious persons 
of bloody contticts in the United States, adirming

Colonel Bakkr, Provost Marshall of the War 
Department, arrested this morning T. T. TUNSTALL 
on the charge of being a rebel apy. TUNSTALL Was 
appointed by Prealdent Prxnce consul nt Cadiz, and 
held that oillce until after the inauguration of Mr. 
Lixcoun, when he was removed. After belng re- 
moved, he went to Tanglera (Morocco) In com- 
pany with Lieut, Jou Ssir#, whore real name 
was Hexry Mrens, and who whe appointed a pay- 
master in the navy, from Georgia, Io 1851. ‘They 
were arrested by Jars De Loxo, consul at Tans 
glers, and their release was attempted by a mob 
which proved unsuccesstul. They were tinally put 
in {rone, placed on board the Tno, and brought to: 
this country. 

Alter an examination in this city, he was paroled 
toxo to Alnbama, and not to return North until 
the cloge of the war. 

Lately, In violation of hls parole, he made his 
way North, and from thence to Nassav, where he 
mide heavy purchases for the rebels, consisting of 
boots, shoes, Ke. As soon ns he saw them ready for 
shipment ho made hia way North again, and a week 
or 80 ago he arrived in Washington. Iis arrival 
was not koown for several Mays, ns he kept per- 
fectly concealed during the daytime, walking out:

STALL, True to his promise, Col. B., with several 
assistants, surrounded the house, to prevent hia 
escape, Col, B. walked up statré, and, after search. 
Ing several rome, could not find the gentleman be 
was in quest of. During this time he heard tyo 
Indies epouking abont him, one of which was very 
rorry she could pot shoot the Colonel, This made 
him prolong bis ecarch still farther, and be was 
finally gratified fo finding the individual he was in 
search of in bed, reading with great avidity n copy 
of the Baltimore Sun, and baying at his side copies 
of the Obicago Times aad New York World, 

Mr. TUNSTALL was very indignant at his arrest, 
but he soon saw that it waa of no use. He was seat 
thia aftersoon to the Old Capitol on the charge of 
belng a rebel spy. He bas openly violated his parole, 
and, therefore, is liable to be hung. If all the facts 
narrated above are proved against him, and there 1s 
no reason to belive they wont, his fate will eervo a8 
‘a warping to others. 

TUNSTALL isan Alabsmian, a cousin of ex-United 
States Senator CLexnt C. Cray, from the same 
State, and Is bighly educated, 

The report of Senstor Witsox, from tho Military 
Committee, in anawer to 4 resolution doquiring into 
the caae of Riousnp THowAs, of Marylind, alleged 
to be Insane from ill urage as a prisoner of war, 
atatea that he was placed in confinement December 
3, 1861, aud after March 3, 1862, Ikept In close quar 
tera, He attempted to escape, April 21, by jumping 
overboard and awimming to the Long Tsland shore, 
since which time he has not beea out of his room, 
except during a visit from bla mother, permitted by 
the Secretary of War. 

He occupied the room, once the quarters of Sena- 
tor Hats, twenty-five by fifteen feot, with three 
windows. He is allowed communfeation only with 
the oficers of the gunrd and of the fort, through 
whom be osn procure nny food desired in addition 
to his rations. Having taken advantage of psper 
and books to communteste with persons outside, he 
ta not now allowed the privilege of their use. ‘The 
surgeon of the fort reports hia health as gecerally 
ood—bettor, by ify own admission, than when he 
wns firat Imprisoned. He considers the prisoner 
mentally sane, but regards hit ap cooentrlo, 

Aselstaut Adjutant Geocral Towssksw roports 
him as indicted by the Grand Jury of Maryland dis- 
trlot for attempting ta ecize the Mary Washington 
and for treason, aod (uotes the opinion of Gen. Drs, 
that he should be treated ag. pirate snd and apy. 
There ara four witnesves to the firut crime, and the 
evidence to the eccond charge conalate in hia being 
taken in the disgulte of x female, with « commission 
‘a colonel " in the active volunteer forces” of Wire 
ginia upon hls persoa, In consequenca of auch ro 
port, he ts not hel a8. prlsonur of war, and ho was 
placed In close confinement for n desperate attempt 
fo eseape.

SINKING OF THE HATTERAS. 
U, 8 CoxsueaTE, Kexosrox, Jamatea, 
TJamuary 21, 1863. 

Siw: It le my painful duty to inform the Depart- 
meot of the destruction of the United States steamer 
Hatterae, recently under my command, by the Con 
federate stemmer Alabana, on the night of tho 11th 
inst., off the const of Texns. The clroumatances of 
the disaster are ns followa: 

Upon the afternoon of the 11th inst., at 23 o'clock, 
while at anchor, In company with the ect under 
Commodore BELt, olf the coast of'Texas, I wan or 
dered, by o'gnal from the United States tlag-ship 
Brookiya, tochase « gall to the southward and enst- 
ward, I yot under way immediately, nud steamed 
With all apeed In’the direction Indicated. After some 
time tho strange sail could be acca from the Fatt 
ras, aud was ascertained to be a steamer, which fact 
T communicated to the ag-ship by signal, Icon 
Hinued the chase, and rapidly galned wpon the suspi- 
cious vesecl. Knowing the alow rste of opeed of the 
Hatterna,1 at once suspected that deception was being 
practised, and hence ordered the ahip to be cleared 
Tor uotlon, with everyting in rendinesa for a deter- 
mined-attack nui’a vigorous defence. When within 
about four miles-of the vesee}, I observed that che 
had cessed steaming, and was lying broadside on 
awaiting us. It waa nearly seven o'clock, and quite 
dark, but notwithatanding the obscurity of thenlght, 
Tfelt wssured, from the general character of the veo 
sel, and her maowuvring, that I should soon cn- 
counter the rebel eteamer Alabama. Belug able: to 
Work but fourguas upon the sldeoftbe Hatteras, two 
short 32 pounders, ono30-pounder,and one20-pountler 
rilled gun, I concluded to close with her, in order 
that my guna might be effective, if mecessary. 
came Within casy spesling range, about seventy-ilve 
yards, nod upon asking “what steamer Is that?” re- 
delved the answer, * Her Britannic Majesty'ssteamer 
Vixen. [replied that I would ornd a bont on board 
nod immediately gave the order. In tho meantimo 
both yesscla were changing their positions; tho 
atranger enileavoring to.gain a desirable porltion for 
a raking fre, Almost simultancously with the 
piping aay of the bont, the strange craft again 
replied: “We are the Confederate steamer Ali 
bama,” which was accompanied with a brondsde, 
Tat the same moment roturned the fie, Being 
well aware of the many yulnerible points of 
the Hatteras, I hoped by closing with the Ala 
bama, to be able to board her, and thus rid 
the scas of this piratical craft. I steamed directly 
for the Alabaua, but she-was enubled, by her great 
speed and the foulnees of the bottom of the Iist- 
toras, and consequently: her diminished epeed, to 
thwart my attempt when I bad gatned a distance of 
but thirty yarda from her. At this range musket 
and pistol shots were exchanged. The firing con— 
tinued with great vigor on both sides, At length a 
shell entered amldshipe, in. the hold, setting tire to 
it, ond at the game Instant, au Tean hardly divide 
the time, a shell passed throngh the sick-bay, ox- 
ploding in anothercompartment, also producing fire ; 
another entered the cylinder, filllng the engine-room 
and deck with steam, and depriving me of any power 
to manauvro the yessel or to Work the pumps upon 
which the reduction of the fire depended. With the 
vessel on tire in two places, and beyond human 
power « helpleas wreek upon the water, with her 
walking beam shot away and her engine rendered 
Urelees, I still matntaloed an active fire with 4 dou 
ble hopy of clssbling the Alabama and attracting 
the attention of the tect off Galveston, whlch 
was only twenty-eight millex distant. It was 
hoon reported to me that the shella hud! eatercit 
the Hatteras at fle water-line, tearing off 
entire sheets of iron, and that the water was 
ruthing In,- utterly ‘defyiog every attempt to 
remedy the evil, and that #he waa rapidly elok- 
ing. Learning this melancholy trath, aad obacrving 
that the Alabeann was on my port tow, entirely be 
yond the range of the cuns, and, doubtless, preparing 
for a raking tire of the deok, I felt that I had no 
right to eacriice uecieasly, and Without any deairable 
result, the lives of all under my command. To pre- 
vent the blowing up of the Hatteras from the fire, 
which waa making much progress, I ordered the 
magazino to be flooded, aud afterward a lee 
gua to be fired, The Alabama then asked if 
assistance was desired, to which an adlirinn 
five answer was clven, Tho Hatteras was now 
going dowa, and, in order to save the lives of 
my olfiecra and men, I esused the armament on 
the port side to be thrown overboard. Had I not 
done eo Iam contident that the vessel would bavo 
gone down with many brave hearts and valuable 
lives. After considerable delay, caused by n report 
that 8 steamer was coming from Galveston, the 
‘Alabama sent ua assistance, and I have the pleasure 
toinform the Department that every living belng 
was conveyed safely from the Hatteras to the Ala- 
bama. ‘Ten minutes atter leaving the Hatteraa she 
went down, bow first, with her peanant at the maat= 
head, with all her tuusicets sad stores of every chne 
raoter, the onemy not belng able, owing to ber rapld 
sinking, to obtaln « single weapon, 

The-battery upon the Alabama brought into 
action against the Hatteras numbered seven guns, 
consisting of four long 3%pounders, one 100 
pounder, one 6pounder, and one 2-pounder rifled 
gua, Tho grent superiority of the Alabama, with 
her powerful battery, and ler machinery under the 
waterline, must be at once recognized by the De 
partment, who are fumillar with the construction of 
tho Hatteras, and her total uatitnces for a contest 
with a regularly-built vessel-of-war. ‘The distance 
between tho Hatteras and Alabama during the ac- 
ton varied from twenty-five to one hundred yards, 
Nearly filty shots were firett from the Hatteras, and 
I presume n greater number from the Alabama. 

Tdesire 10. refer to the eilicleat and setive manner 
in which Acting Master Henry Porter, executive 
otter, performed his duty. ‘Tho conduct of Agsistant 
Surgeon Faward S, Matthews, both duriag the ac 
Uon andatteriwards, in bisnttention to the wounded 
demania my unqualitied commendation, 1 would 
aleo bring to the tavorable notice of the Department 
Acting ainster’s Mate I. J, McGrath, temporarily 
performing duty ne guuner.

of damage done to the Alabama, have persuuslly 
Bo rencou to believe any otlicer felled In’ hin duty. 
‘To the men of the Hatteras Leannot give too much

S. Alstthows, by whlch you wil) observe That lve 
men were wousided aod two Killed.

Obur went above, many of their shells fell in the 
iwidst of the retreating rebels, killing and woundiag: 
many.

Investigation 
and inquiry dispelled this iden almost abso- 
lutely. Others, however, thought it was 
unconstitutional for the Government to in- 
terfere with the right of issuing currency, as 
it was a right belonging to the States, and 
would interfere with valuable prerogatives. 
The best answer to this was suggested by the 
fact, that currency is the ally of commerce, 
or, to be more accurate, the life of commerce, 
and if we gaye commerce national privi- 
leges, we should bestow the same upon 
currency. The right to impose im- 
port snd export duties, to arange 
tariffs and regulate the revenues, can only 
be made efficient when we grant the right 
to regulate the currency. We may even go 
so far asto say that the upathy or neglect 
of the Government in other days to exercise 
the right of regulating the currency, aggra- 
vated the commercial disasters that we have 
so often endured and led to general bank- 
ruptey. We aight also strengthen this 
argument by quoting the constitutional re- 
striction in reference to the States issuing 
bills of credit, and argue that if this power 
cannot be exercised by'a State, it certainly 
cannot be exercised by a corporition; but 
we consider these arguments hardly neces- 
sary. 

We accept this measure of the Senate as 
the beginning of a new reform in our cur- 
yency. It isa step in the path of progre: 
The right of State’ banking and State cur. 
rency perishes with other pernicious States’ 
rights thit this war is terminating. Here- 
after the American dollar will be the same 
whereyer the authority of America is re- 
spected. We shall no longer be at the 
mercy of irresponsible and weak corpora- 
tions, whose promises to pay full fifly per 
cent. ina day's ride. Paper will be placed 
on the same standard as gold and silver, and 
men will deal in the faith of the Goyern- 
mentas they now deal in the faith of one 
another. 


MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR, 

If we understand the message of his Ex- 
celleney the Governor, which we print this 
week, itis in this manner; The Government 
heretofore, in the exercise of a high and 
solenm responsibility, has seen fit to arrest 
and confine suspected persons, at the same 
time suspending the writ of habeas corpus, 
and transcending certain written Jaws, The 
effect of this action has been to engender 
discontent and sedition, and bad men—or, 
to use the Governor’s homely and expressive 
phrase, “a few wretches among us, false 
to all our free and loyal traditions "—are 
actively plotting to betray us. ‘These of- 
fences, he earnestly contends, should be 
Punished, and he asks the Legislature to 
pass resolutions calling upon Congress to 
enact laws defining the crime and providing 
for its punishment. These resolutions shall, 
he suggests, earnestly request. Congress to 
“forthwith pass Jaws defining and punish- 
ing offences of the class above referred to, 
and providing for the fair and speedy trial 
by an impartial jury of persons charged 
with such offences in the loyal nnd undis- 
turbed States, so that the guilty may justly 
suffer and the innocent be relieved,” Tn 
the Senate, Mr, Lowny offered resolutions 
embodying the Governor's suggestions, and 
they were passed to a second reading. In 
the House, the message was ordered to be 
printed—yeas 56, nays 82—muny of the 
Democrats voting in the affirmative, 

We do not see precisely what the Goyer- 
nor intends by his message, unless it may 
be to place Pennsylvania on whut we shall 
call conservative ground, The wisdom of 
his message consists in this: He anticipates 
a yory efficient and malignant argument of 
the enemy by boldly affirming their own 
ground and defying them to endorse the 
very measure for which they have clamored. 
It admits that arbitrary arrests are wrong, 
and asks the sympathizers to join in punish- 
ing legally what they do not desire to see 
punished in a summary and arbitrary nan- 
ner. Ifthe Governor can succeed in accom- 
plishing this he will accomplish a yery won- 
derful and adroit achievement, and, perhaps, 
do & great deal of good to the country, For 
ourselyes, we prefer to wait and see.

TROUBLE AMONG THE NEW YORK 
DEMOCRACY, 

Mr. JonN VAN Burnes, in a recont 
speech before 1 Democratic association in 
New York city, took occasion to propound 
some yory strange and startling doctrines, 
This crvatic and flighty politician seems 10 
cause the members of his last party much 
concern, He cannot be depended upon, and 
When he makes a new point it is dificult to 
know whether it is a jest or © genuine sen- 
timent. He has a gay and frisky way of 
dealing with affairs, und would readily play 
practical joke upon the latest edition of 
the Democratic party. Accordingly, when 
enlled upon to say a few words to his 
friends in New York he yery deliberately 
told them that their policy had been a mis- 
take; that the time for making concessions 
to the South had passed away ; thut while 
he bad een willing to say “wayward 
sisters depart in peace,” it was now neces- 
sary that the wayward sisterhood should 
remain. Hence, he counselled the Demo- 
cracy to remain and fight the quarrel to the 
end. He told them that the only policy 
that could be recognized was that of recon- 
structing the Union, and that the tra. 
ditions of the party would permit nothing 
that did not look to the reconstruction of the 
Union. We can very readily see what was 
the controlling argument in the wind of 
Mr. Van Buren. He felt that the Demo- 
cratic party had committed the fatul mis- 
take of arraying itself against a war which 
flattered our national pride, and looked for 
its termination to the perpetual peace and 
glory of our Republic. Ie fancied that the 
Adiinistrtion was ubout to lend itself to 
the intrigues of NavoLEon, and profiting by 
the error, he contemplated a graceful und 
Urilliant stroke of policy by which conspi: 
rators against the Union might regain that 
hold upon the affections of the people which 
their previous perfidy forfeited. 

It was not to be supposed that a demon- 
stration like that of Mr. Van Bunen's would 
be passed unnoticed. The leaders of the 
New York Democracy like the Union very 
well; butit isa union of their own contriving, 
aunion in which New York city may do as 
she pleases, with a probable prospect of 2 
majority of the States following her example. 
The Union as it was, and the Union as it 
should be, according to the New York defini- 
tion, are very different affairs. The Union 
as it was contained too much of New Eng- 
land ; it contained the Plymouth Rock ; and 
as no true Democrat could submit to the per- 
petual humiliation of kissing such a Blarny- 
stone, the sooner New England was dis- 
posed of the better. 
should be—the Union as the New York 
Democracy would like to haye it—must 
have no codfish or spelling-books—no 
stars and stripes nor Constitution, and no 
such humiliation as the Fourth of July and 
Thanksgiving Day. These New Englmd 
States may have all Uie lumber of the old 
mansion, eyen to the crests nud title deeds, 
if they only vacate the premises, ‘This was 
the doctrine the New York leaders were 
teaching in a few easy lessons with such 
men as Cox, and VALLANDIGMAM, and 
Woop, as the preceptors. The New 
York World was coming to it grdually, 
and there were hopes that the Herald 
might be brought around as soon as 
the wind would permit the sails to be shifted, 
In the midst of these fond anticipations, 
with success very probable, and much to be 
desired, the defection of Mr, Van Boren is 
embarrassing, The idea of a Union with 
the middle States a part of the Southern 
Confederacy does not please the fucile and 
juuuty Prince. He takes high ground: 
“The South would not hear ofa convention 
until after their independence Lad been re- 
cognized ; and never, while he lived, should 
thut recognition take place if-he could help 
it. They had refused to go into a conve 
tion to remodel the Coustitution, while, 
they bad favored it, a new election for Pre- 
sident might haye taken place in sixty days. 
He never doubted that Dyvis and the other 
leaders in this rebellion were opposed to re- 
union, and, therefore, until the South can 
put down the men who lend her into rebel- 
lion, the war must go on, He was utterly 
opposed to recepting mediation from any 
quarter.” 

2he World has been very petulant with 
Mr. Vay Buren for his impertinent declara- 
tion; and not wishing to attack him openly, 
borrows the pen of a person called Manony, 
‘a Western demagogue of uo standing or in- 
fluence, Who became notorious by the zeal of 
some over-zealous friends, and found himself 
in the Old Capitol prison, This Maroxy, 
who, according to himself, represents the 
entive Northwest, protests solemuly agaigat 
the doctrines of Mr, VAN Buren. “Tsay” 
says Manony, ‘that the people of that 
section, especially those of Illinois, Indiana, 
and Iowa, are opposed to a further prosecu- 
tion of the existing war. Whatever they 
may haye thought of the sincerity and mo- 
tives of the Adininistration previous to the 
issuance of the proclamation of emuncipn- 
tion, the removal of McOLEnLan, the de- 
gradation, so far as it could be done through 
partisan means of Gen. Porren, the people 
of the Northwest generally perceive and 
properly estimate now the designs of the 
Aduinistration and of the party which con- 
trols its actions and policy, Some of us, 
among whom I was one, never be. 
lieyed that the object of the war was 
the restoration of the Union.” Of purse 
the opinions of Mawony are of more eon- 
sequence than those of such men as Mr, 
Senator Rioannson, whose declarations in 
the Senate, a few days since, were the same 
as those of Mr, Van Boren, and who, not- 
withstanding his opposition to the Adminis- 
tration, still clings to the Union, General 
McCiernanp, General LoGan, and General 
Hovey haye also had some connection with 
the Democrney of the Northyvest, and haye 
been yery decided in their allegiance to the 
Union’ but what domen who haye been 
fighting know about the fecling of the De- 
mocracy in their respective States? Tf they 
had remained at home, denounced the Union 
and the war, declared that ‘ they neyer be. 
lieved the object of the war was for the re- 


storation of the Union,’’ and been sent to 


rie the Honse of Conmons, Disna 
r. 


prison for treason, they might be supposed to 
Jnow something of the people's sentiments, 
This is the position of the demagogue 
Manoxy, and the World accordingly pa- 
rades him in large type, as a waming to all 
who may think with Mr. Van Buren. 
‘In times like these,” says the World, 
commenting upon Matony's manifesto, 
“nothing is more perilous than to ignore 
the opinions of large masses of men who 
ro rapidly growing to be a majority in an 
important section of the Union. We haye 
for several weeks been watching, with 
intense solicitude and concern, the tenden- 
l'cies of public opinion in the West, of which 
we ‘have now stated the main causes, as 
dearly as we can ascertain them. Both the 
facts and the causes which have led to them 
challenge the prompt and earnest attention 
Lof the Government, If the policy of the 
Administration is not speedily changed, we 
fear that the calamities of the next six manths 
will be more serious and portentous than 
any wo hace yet experienced.” This last 
sentence may be constmed to mean 
that in six months’ time, unless Mr. 
Lixconn recalls the proclamations he has 
issued, and annuls the laws Congress has 
Made, Mr. Woop, in his favorite character 
‘of Cromwell, with Mr. Manony as his 
‘faithful and godly Harrison, and his friends 
of the Five Points as retainers, will proceed 
to Washington and tke possession of the 
‘Governmentas Lord Protector, When these 
| things take place, Mr. Van Buren and his 
‘disciples will meet with the punishment due 
to malignants and backsliders from the faith. 
This New York afluir as it stands pro- 
mises to be a delightful quarrel. We must 
say that our sympathies are decidedly with 
Mr. Van Buren. It seems to us that he is 
wiser than his generation, and that his poli- 
cy, if adopted, would do much toward har- 
monizing the friends of the Government. 
Perhaps Mr. VAN Buren has a selfish mo- 
tive. Tle scesto what a pass the despera- 
tion of his friends is driving him. He 
knows that he bears an eminent and illus- 
trious name. He has read how other emi- 
nent New York names became infamous for 
their toryism in a former contest between 
Liberty and Slavery, and he is naturally 
anxious to so reform and strengthen his re- 
cord that none of those who follow him 
shall blush at the name of Vax Buren.

in England for three weeks, during whieh, 
iough it was then certain that the necessi- 
| for hostile preparations hind vanished, 
wis, xmmunition, and soldiers continued 
to be sent to Canada. RussEnu it was, 
who, had he enforced the British law, might 
have prevented “ No, 290,” alias “The Ala. 
vama,’’ from going tosea, butadroitly kept 
back the prohibition until after that vessel 
had steamed out of the Mersey, Russenyit 
was who declared that the contest was “for 
empire on the part of the North, and for in- 
dependence on the part of the South.” Not 
even GLADSTONE himself, in his Neweastle 
post-prandial oration, when he bragged 
that Jerrerson Davis had made the South 
into a great nation, has spoken more against 
the American Unionists than Lord Russevn, 
The only other Minister who contradicted 
Rovgsevy and Giapsroxe, who declared 
that rebellion had not given independence 
and nationality to the South, was Sir George 
Lewis, Secretary of War, a heavy man, fa- 
mous for writing ponderous histories, but a 
good lawyer. It may here be remarked, as 
curious, that the two Conservative leaders 
i and 

ALPOLE, haye not yet spoken or pub- 
lished a word on this American question, 

In the Palmerston Cubinet, which con- 
sists of fifteen gentlemen, are only two of 
extreine Jiberal principles. Mr. ©. P. Vin- 
Liens, next brother to the Earl of Claren- 
don, was the champion of Free Trade, in 
the House of Commons, long before Conpen 
and Brienr got up the Anti-Corn Law 
League, in Manchester. He is now presi- 
dent of the Poor Law Board, Mr. Tuosas 
Mixer Gmsox, now president of the 
Board of Trade, is also of the ultra-liberal 
school of Manchester. He is now fity-si 
years oll; a smart, lithe, active man, over- 
flowing with bouhomie, a neat speaker, and 
possessed of such a large share of the 
world's goods as would give him weight in 
England, politically and socially. Mr, 
Qmson took a wyangler’s degree’at Cam- 
bridge, in 1830. Seven years later he en- 
tered Parliament as member for Ipswich— 
the capital of Suffolk, in which his estates 
are chiefly situuted. He took his sent asa 
Conservative, but in two years changed his 
opinions, and went over to the Liberal 
party. He resigned his seat, and, after a 
hard contest, was defeated by Sir T. J. 
Cocunane, a decided Tory. Soon after, 
he was unsuccessful in his attempt to be 
elected for Cambridge. At the general 
clection, in 1841, he was elected by the 
Dorough of Manchester, and retained his 
seat until April, 1857, when he was de- 
feated, In the same yenr he was elected for 
Ashton, which he has represented eyer 
since, Fortwo years (1846-'48) he held high 
office in Lord Jory RussEvy's ministry, but 
resigned it when he found that his official 
relations were expected to control his opi- 
nious, He has ever shown much indepen- 
dence asa public man, strongly opposing 
the Russian war, and heartily objecting to 
the war with China, He it was who framed 
the now famous amendment on the Conspi- 
racy Bill, which broke up the Palmerston 
Administration, Tn 1859, when Patarer- 
STON again became head of the Government, 
he placed MILNER Gipson in the office he 
still holds, with a seat in the Cabinet, On 
the 20th January Mr. Greson met his consti- 
tuents at Ashton, and speaking on the com- 
mercial condition and prospects of England, 
said that the importation of food during 
1962 had been unusually large, (thirty-three 


per cent. above that of 1861,) and thut one- 
third of it came from the United States. He 
ndded : 

“Now, theze Jarge importations of foreign wheat 
‘and flour and other provielons into this country 
(Englind) must, to rome extent, have tended to 
mitigate the distress and have enabled many to pro- 
vide for the wante of others out of thelr oa bul 
plus nieane. But supposing that the Government of 
this country had been induced, as they were urged 
frequently, to involve themselves In interference In 
the afthira of the United States—suppoaing by some 
rash nod precipitate recognition of those who are 
conducting hostilities against tho United States, 
called the Confederate States of America—we had 
brought oureelves into collision with the United 
States, where would haye been thia flour and haw, 
noi bacon and egge? I suppose if we had been 
compelled to take up arms against the United Statoa 
by any unfortunate policy, blockading would bave 
cen resorted to, and we should have been obliged 
to establish « blockade of the coust of America for 
the very purpose of Keeping out of this country all 
this wheat, flour, nud egga which have gone to mitl- 
gate the distress of the cotton industry, in the pre- 
tent alarming stnte of ntiaice.'? 

These are the remarks of a seusible umn, 
Mr. Ginson adds, that ‘“notvithstanding 
the Morrill tariff, the general requirements 
of the United States have necessitated. 
increase of exports from England in 18¢ 
This is the fact, which accounts for the 
scarcity of gold. Had our demand for 
foreign luxuries been small, in 1862, our 
exports to Europe would have brought in 
an immense quantity of gold, Europe can- 
not exist without our grain and other pro- 
duce, but surely we could dispense with 
Buropean silks and satins, porcelain, articles 
of cirtv, brandy, wine, and a variety of 
other luxuries ? 

Mr. Grnson, who is a very pluin-spoken 
and fearless man, not earing how Russevn 
and GLADSTONE may smb him or frown on 
him in the Council-chamber, concluded by 
siating what, in his opinion, was the cause 
and origin of the Rebellion, and what is 
necessary to be settled in order to secure a 
lasting peace, Secession took place, he éor- 
rectly states, ‘not that President Lrxconn 
hrd been elected contrary to the forms of 
law; that there had been any violation of 
the Constitution, but it was that he Jeld 
opinions hoslile to slavery." He adds: 

“They have stated that itwas on accountof slavery, 
and nothing eee, Tn fact, out of the four gentlemen 
who were nominated to the otflce of Preeiient, three 
held opinions favorable toslavery extension, and to 
the policy of the fugitiveslaye law ; but Mr. Lineoln 
was distinguished from the rest by holding that Con- 
gress had a right to probibit the extension of elavery 
into new States, and was opposed tothe policy of the 
fugitiveelave Inw. These were the opinions on 
Which he was elected, and I must confers they op- 
Fear to nie tote very reasonable opinions. ‘The South 
seceded in consequence of believing that elavery 
would not be eafe under Mr. Lincoln’s executive, 
and thet the carrying out of the fugitive-slave law 
was not likely to be permitted. If Mr. Breckinridge 
hnd been elected there would have been no Sece+ 
sion, as he was the candidate of the South, in favor 
of the fugitlve-slaye law, and of opinion that Con- 
grees had no right to prohibit the estension of 
slavery, Secession had taken place, and the con- 
sequent war for the purpose of perpelustiny, cherish= 
ing, and extending dlarery. I don't believe that an 
empirehaving elnvery asitsbasia can bea prosperous, 
happy, and enduring empire, and, therefore, cannot 
desire to see one establighed in sny part of the 
world. The bishops of the Episcopal Ohurch of the 
Confederate States have ssid that the nbolition of 
slavery Is hateful, Infidel, and peatUlent. 1, on the 
contrary, believe that slavery Je hateful, Juildel, and 
pestllent."” 

Upon the future as well.as upon the pre- 
sent sfatus of the North, this English truth- 
teMing statesman is cquaBy expli He 
sald: ‘Looking at the map, which I did 
to-day, it appeurs to me that the geographi- 
cul position of the North,.so far as territory 
is concerned, is stronger than it was twelve 
months ago. They have suffered great de- 
feats, and they have had some successes; 
but I find that the North are now possessed 
of larger territory than they were twelve 
months ago. Missouri, which was then 
debateable ground, they now possess; also 
Kentucky and West Virginia, and n portion 
of Louisiana, It, therefore, nppears that 
the territory which the North possessed at 
the beginning of Inst y has not beon 
lessened, but inerensed in extent.” Finally, 
he declared that the true British policy was 
non-interference, “Tf,” he said, “ we were 
invited by the proper parties to take part in 
any negotiations for peace, then we might 
do so; but if we undertook that oflice with- 
out being asked, aud before the proper time, 
it would not tend to the promotion of our 
amicable relations with America,”" 

‘The independent position and high per- 
sonal character of Mr, Mmxen Grmson 
give weight, in England, to his opinions 
upon the American or any other public 
question. Some of the English journals de- 
clare that, as a Cabinet Mimister, he should 
not have delivered himself to the public as 
he did. These journals, howeyer, did not 
condemn RusseLy and GLApsronxe when 
they spoke on the other side—so their cen- 
sure cyidently is merely partisan and not 
justified. It remains to be scen how Lord 
PALMERSTON Will take this anti-siayery de- 
monstration by one of his own colleagues, 
Mr. Gmmsos would becomea very popular 
martyr if he were turned out of office for

MR, SEWARD. 


It seems to be the custom of many of our 
critical triends to make the Secretary of State 
the burden of their abuse nnd misrepresen- 
tation, According to many, he has been no- 
thing more since the beginning than an ally 
of the rebellion and a secret enemy of the 
Union, He has been subjected to the se- 
yerest tests, and a correspondence that 
covered nearly two thousand pages was 
sifted to find evidences of his own want of 
faith. The English newspapers printed their 
paragraphs with what they pleased to term 
his ‘prophecies,’? and made themselyes 
merry over the rhetoric of un ufter-dinner 
speech. Mr. Sewanp was to blame for all 
the evils that had been visited upon ns—for 
every mistake that had been made—for the 
unfairness of public sentiment in Europe— 
for the feuds in the army and the troubles 
among generals. The last objection to the 
Secretary was a serious one, It scems that 
in the “Yellow-Book,"’ of France, a summa- 
ty of the diplomatic correspondence of the 
Empire, there was an expression in the let- 
terofM. Mencten, the French minister, that 
seemed to indicate that his visit to Rich- 
mond had been prompted by the Secretary of 
State for the purpose of suggesting certain 
terms of peace and accommodation to the 
South in behalf of the North, The assertion 
of M. Mencrer (if properly translated, as 
we haye not seen the original, ) contained 
that charge yery precisely, and the friends 
of the Secretary of State could neither ex- 
plain nor extenuate, Those who knew the 
patriotism of the Secretary of State felt 
convinced that a graye error had been. com- 


mitted by M, Mexcrer or the compilers of 


the ‘Yellow Book.” They will eee this 
morning that their conyictions were well 
founded. The Secretary of State denies, im 
the most positive manner, that he ever aw 
thorized M. Mercier to hold any commu- 
nication with the Rebel Government, and 
proceeds further to say that, since this rebel- 
lion burst into war, the Administration has 
held no intercourse with its leaders beyond 
what was necessary to carry on the war ac- 
cording to the rules of civilized wartare, 
This letter of the Secretary of State will 
justify him in the eyes of those who \ere 
disposed to be unfriendly towards him, 
while at the same time it will triumphantly 
vindicate the Administration from the as- 
saults made upon its foreign policy. 


THE POLITICAL REACTION. 

“Political reactions," said LAMARTINE 
in an oration preceding the revolution of 
1848, “are like the recoil of cannon, They 
are the recoil of ideas. The human mind, 
affrighted by the new truths which the re- 
yolutions wrought in her name baye thrown 
out before the world, shrinks back before 
her own discoveries, and weakly abandons 
the territory she had gained. But, zentle- 
men, the recoil is only temporary ; other 
hands step forward and recharge the pacific 
artillery of human thought, and new explo- 
sions, not of ball, but of light, restore their 
empire to the truths which seemed surren- 
dered or vanquished.’? These words of the 
eloquent Frenchman, uttered at atime when 
France, feeling that she had been false to 
the teachings of the great Reyolutibn, was 
onthe eye of muking another attempt to 
consummate the happy destiny of a repub- 
lic, may be appropriately applied to the pre- 
sent condition of political affairs in the 
Northern States, The true philosophy of 
the present reaction, as it is called, is here 
contained. We fought this war on a great 
idea, That idea is liberty, It enme to us 
from the past; it was embodied in our tra- 
ditions ; it gave life to the civilization of our 
age ; it gleamed upon our banners with a 
brilliant light. If this war has had any 
meaning or any purpose, they were embodied 
in the idea of liberty, We did not scck it ; 
it was forced upon us. We accepted liberty 
from our fathers. It was an imperfect lega- 
-y ; it carried burdens. We trusted to time, 
progress, civilization, justice, 10 the feeling 
of pride and humanity that lies in the hearts 
ofall men, to do av: ith a hereditary sin, 
toredecm this legacy and ennoble our na- 
tion. This idea was growing into lite when 
the South drew the sword and declared war 
uponit. Wemight have attained it in the 
way of peace ; but we must do it in the 
way of war. 

This idea is a political sentiment in the 
North. It is defended by the sword, and 
assailed by the sword elsewhere ; here, we: 
must battle by the ballot. When slavery 
made war upon the nation we answered it 
with liberty. The idea that had been grow- 
ing through years, quietly attaining strength 
and power, gradually controlling the hearts 
of the people, and which might have ti- 
umphed in another generation, was hur- 
riedly forced into, the cannon and) hurled 
upon the enemy. It was the first ball that 
left Fort Sunpter. ‘The proclamation was 
merely the report of the exploslon—the ap: 
parent triumph of the Democracy in the 
Northern States constitutes the recoil. The 
cannon falls back, and men stand wondering $ 
but the shot has been fired ; the smoke rises, 
the burning powder oppresses the air, the 
ball is speeding its errand ; its destiny is irre- 
vocuble; it goes crashing, driving, over- 
throwing, annihilating, and the system of 
slavery falls in spliaters, While the smoke 
and noise affright the people, they cannot 
be expected to form a just conclusion, nor 
properly appreciate her own triumphs, “Men 
and for an instant tum back, They 
ie atelections. They sce taxation, and 
timidity, and, it may be, wickedness among 
their rulers. ‘They haye fondly hoped for 
years; their hopes became dreams, and, 
with the enthusinsm of the visionwy, they 
saw delicious sights, and hoped to see them 
realized, They hoped to sce liberty rise 
from the strife triumphant before the battle 
had begun, Like blind men when their eyes 
were first opened, the trees grew down- 


wnrd, and the world seemed strange. They 
could not reulize that in fighting slavery they 
had to fight an enemy whose strength had 
accumulated for centuries, and was protect. 
ed by the power of the Repwblic. Men of 
ideas are not always patient men. They 


forget that the world changes slowly, and 
with reluctance, and that before the people 
can believe, they must be educated, 

There may be a reaction, and men may 
turn away from the glories of the future, 
because they are darkened by the gloom of 
the present. We must not despair because 
this is so. The recoil is only temporary. 
‘The gloomt passes uway like the smoke that 
rises from the cannon, and obscures the 
tory ; or the mist that lifts from the earth 
and shows the spreading landscape; or the 
clouds that pass into air and release the 
glowing sunshine. If there is impatience 
or anxiety in the Northern States, this is its 
real meaning. We may regret that they 
sholild be seen in any way—but let us do 
justice to the men of our own race, to our 
brothers und friends, Let us drive away 
the mists of prejudice and apprehension, 
and they will see even as we sce, and they 
will bless God for his goodne: When we 
regard the war in (his aspect, we feel proud 
that we are permijted to fight under a ban- 
ner whose legend is the proudest thit a free 
people can bonst. We do not believe that 
it can be conquered, for its defeat would be 
to turn back the ages and inaugurnute the 
reign of superstition and ignorance 
a destiny can never be intended for us, 
those who sce it in the political reaction that 
recent events are supposed to indicate fail 
to read correctly the signs of the times

‘Thervlore, I recommend the passage of a joint r- 
solution, earnestly requesting that Congréss sball 
forthwith pass Jave detining and punishing offences 
of the cinaa above referred to, and providing for the 
fair and speedy trial by an impartial jury, of pereo! 
charged with such offences in the loyal and 
disturbed States, £0 that the cuilty may justly suffer 
nd the innocent bereliaved.
